Both ma&cHHs were being harasaad and tiitien by numerous flies, especially Ralptiie V ("B4ackjoui") who harS sevarsi 
tilcedlr>g areas on her back and right llanK. Large numbers of Hies were observed on bolh animals' legs and Ihe 
mascots were swishing their lails constantly and twitching their heads and musdes to try to move Ihe Flies away. The 
tacility is currently only usiog a lly spray applied periodically by the care slaFt to Ihe animals to reduce this problem 
but It Is rvot elFedlvely controlling Ihe pests. 

Excessive Hies can create stress on the animals by swarr'ningi of Iheir head and lagis, cause painlul biles, and may 
transmil diseases. 

A sate and more elFodive program for the control ol pests, especially bLing litas, shall ba establishad and mainilalnad 
at both housing locations
